A CODE FOR. THE. INDIANS 


The Commissioner of Indian Affairs 
has adopted a new policy for the gov- 
ernment of the red men. This em- 
braces, among other important regula- 
tions, a series of rules, or code of laws, 
for the Indians. It establishes courts, 
each to be composed of three Indian 
judges, 3elected from the best and most 
i t men of each tribe. These 
courts shall hold sessions at stated 
times, to try offenders ‘against the code 
laid down by the Commimione. This 
court is empowered force its decis- 
ions from which there is no appeal ex- 
cept-+o the Commissioner at Washing 
ton. Indians may be selected to act 
as jurors for one year, subject to re-. 
moval at the discretion of the Com- 
missioner. Each judge is to receive a 
salary of $20 per month, and each 
court is to have jurisdiction in all 
cases arising from a violation of the

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TINKERING THE CONSTITU- 
- TION. 

Since reading and hearing the 
various arguments, pro ard Con, on 
the subject of calling a Constitutional 
Convention, we are more than ever 
convinced that it would be dangerous 
to the last degree to undertake a re- 
vision of the organic law in its en- 
tirety; besides being a useless expense. 
The old instrument has” answered all 
purposes for twenty years and now 
only needs slight revisions. It is like 
an old house, so to speak; the plaster- 
iag 1s falling off in spots and the 
foundation is crumbling, the roof is 
leaky and the old home needs repair. 
To find out what is actually required 
to be done to make it tenantble is 
the first thing; then make plans and 
specifications for having the work 
done at the lowest possible figure. 
There seems to be no good mason for 
pulling the old structure down, for a 
few thousand dollars will make it as 
good as new. Take out what is bad 
and put in new material, stop the 
leaks and all will be well. Abolish 
what effices the government Can get 
along without, revise our jury system, 
remodel the judiciary, cut down the 
fees charged in the different counties 
in the State and take in all the can- 
vas that can be spared‘and keep the 
old ship sailing. All this can be ac- 
complished in a few months of Legis- 
lative enactments for a small amount 
of money. Our courts have been 
twenty years in adjudicatiog and prop- 
erly construing the meaning and in- 
tent of the framers of our fundamen- 
tal law. [thas cost the people millions 
of dollars to do this work. It would 
be expensive to place a proper and cor- 
rect construction on a new instrument 
should one be adopted, and we might 
be worse off after getting a new Con- 
stitution than we are now. Fix the 
old document as best we can and let 
well enough alone. 


EDITORIAL NOTES.

Since Jan. 1, 1882, 170 resi- 
dents of that city have died at ages 
ranging between 70 and 98 years.

He is one 
of the live men who squat on the 
outskirts of civilization and make 
deserts bloom like a metropolitan con- 


servatory. He has built.a large dam 
across the mouth of a canyon and 
backed up water two miles, forming 
an immense reservoir, the contents of 
which will be used to irrigate his 
ranch, which lies on a gentle slope, so 
that water can be turned upon it in 
any direc‘ion. Last year he raised 500 
tons of hay, besides feed for bis cat- 
tle, and he calculates that during the 
coming séason, with the aid of water 
from his reservoir, he will be able to 
cut twice as much.

A Petition to Stop Sunday Work 
in the Postofiices. 
, New York, Dec. 30. 

The presentation in the Uuited 
States Senate of a memorial from 
citizens of California for the abolition 
of labor on Sunday inthe postoffices 
of the country has not excited any 
great hopes among the clerks of the 
New York office. About a third of 
the clerks employed in writing, 4 
large proportion of the distributing 
clerks and some of the carriers, who 
serve a8 collectors, report for duty on 
Sunday. Business of the office could 
scarcely be disposed of without Sun- 
day work. When an ocean mail 
steamer arrives at this port on Sunday 
morning the forcemen who are liable 
to be called on at any time are set to 
work in order that the mail may be 
disposed of before another steamer ar- 
rives. Letters deposited at the office 
have to be distributed on the day on 
which they are received or there will 
be confusion. Postmaster Pearson 
smiled yesterday when the project 
of the California memorialists was 
mentioned to him. He said if any- 
body bad scruples on the subject he 
need not ca!l for his letters, but there 
was no need of interfering with those 
who found it necessary to have their 
letters on that day. The amount of 
work on Sunday is about one-third of 
that done on other days. Heavy 
newspaper mails and foreign mails 
furnish a large part of the regular 
Lwork, 
Salmi Morse Says He is the Victim 

of Protestant Jealousy. 


New York, Dec. 30.

Sister Mary Paul Deserts Her Con- 
vent to Become the Bride of an 
Ex-Russian Nihilist.

V. Sebidkin Ross, a young Russian 
physician, and Sister Mary Paul of

A mutual friend sent an invitation to 
Sister Paul yesterday to come to her 
house, and soon the convent carriage 
appeared with Sister Mary Paul, who 
went into the house, and thence to an 
adjoining house, where the ceremony 
was performed. She then returned to 
the convent in the carriage. The af- 
fair became known this morning and 
caused great excitement among Cath- 
olice and citizens generally.

Her right 
name is Mary Kerno, and she was a 
prominent and beloved and valuable 
member ot the Sisterhuod.
